Dear Mr. Williams: 

The Supervisor of Extension Services begs to submit the following 
report on activities and progress of this department covering the 
period from April 1 through May 31, 1965. 

1. MEMBERSHIP 

Membership income during the period covered by this report was 
$5020.00 as compared to $5315*00 for the same period in 1961).. 

However total membership income from January 1 through May 1965 is 
$19,890.76 as compared to $17,289.00 for the same period in 196U. 

This represents an increase of $2,601.76.* 

2. SALES DESK 

Gross income from the Sales Desk in April and May 1965 was $li,123.86 
as compared to $5,56i|.Li8. The decrease of $ll|lj.0.62 can be attributed 
to the fact that during the period in I 96 I 4 . we had the immensely 
popular Sargent Exhibition which attracted $. considerably greater 
attendance and catalogue sales than the Hassam and Morris Exhibitions 
featured during that period of 1965 • Detailed report attached. 

3. SALES FROM CONTEMPORARY EXHIBITIONS 

The one-man Norman Annis Exhibition—last in the 1961+-65 Washington 
Artists Series, produced a total of 2 sculpture sales for a total of 
$800.00 or $80.00 i n commissions to The Corcoran Gallery of Art. 

1*. PUBLICITY 

In the Washington Artists Series, the NormamAnnis Exhibition 
was reviewed extensively and acclaimed in the local press. 

Both the Childe Hassam and the George L.K. Morris Exhibitions which 
opened in connection with the Annual Corcoran Spring Ball, were 
covered extensively by the local press. The May 1 issue of the 
Washington Post carried an interview with George L.K. Morris who 
came to Washington to attend the opening. 






















There have also been a number of feature articles about the Ceramics 
Department and faculty of the Corcoran School. A similar article on 
the Restoration problems of area museums dealt in depth with the restorer 
attached to the Corcoran Gallery of Art.
